NO RELIGIOUS TRAINING 


Judge Urges Spiritual Care of State Wards 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J—(RNS)—Judge Harry W. Linde- 
man, of the juvenile and domestic relations courts of Essex 
County, Newark, N. J., declared here that ninety-five per 
cent of youthful offenders sent to corrective training 
schools have had no religious training. 

Addressing the National Association of Training Schools, 
meeting in conjunction with the National Conference of 
Social Workers, Judge Lindeman said: 

“These youthful offenders generally arrive at the 
reception centers of a training school utterly lacking in 
an appreciation of moral standards or values. 

“Ninety-five per cent of them have had no regular re- 
ligious training. They say they know right from wrong, 
but have no sense of sin when they are wrong. Certainly 
some few are truly repentant, but most of them seem to 
be only sorry they got caught. 

“Invariably,” Judge Lindeman continued, “they blame 
someone else for their trouble. They are often right in tak- 
ing this position, since the homes from which they come 
have, from the time of the child’s infancy, set a pattern 
of indifference to moral standards. Secularism has left its 
imprint. 


“Spiritual values must be inculcated in these children | 
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to equip them with armor strong enough to resist the temp- 
tations of modern society. To return them to society with 
no deeper appreciation of the Ten Commandments than 
when they were committed is to fail in fulfilling the por- 
tion of juvenile court law which in most states provides 
that when a child is removed from his own home he is en- 
titled to receive the type of care and guidance that he 
should have received from his own parents.” 





BIBLE SOCIETY TOTAL REACHES NINE MILLIONS 


NEW YORK — (RNS) —A total of 9,310,439 volumes of 
Scriptures were distributed at home and abroad during 
1947 by the American Bible Society, it was reported by the 
board of managers at the society’s 132nd annual meeting 
here. The distribution included 785,767 Bibles, 2,220,614 
Testaments and 6,304,058 Portions, published in 167 dif- 
ferent languages. 

The society also produced 150,000 Japanese Bibles, an 
undertaking which required the largest amount of paper 
ever used in publishing a single edition of any Bible or 
Testament in the history of Bible production, the report 
said. 

It printed the first edition of the Russian Bible in this 
country, using the new orthography; exceeded all former 
years in its distribution of Scripture to the blind; and 
brought the total of its publication of German Scriptures 
since 1941 to 4,902,091, nearly all of which have been do- 
nated to the German people. 

The report pointed out. that the Bible Society is faced 
with the necessity of raising $2,010,700 in 1948 in addition 
to its regular budget of $1,396,496 “to meet definite calls 
for Scriptures in Europe and Asia, where the doors are now 
open and the urgency great.” 





DOGS AND WOLVES 


Melancthon mourned in his day the divisions among 
Christians and sought to bring them together by the para- 
ble of the war between the wolves and the dogs. The wolves 
were somewhat afraid, for the dogs were many and strong, 
and therefore they sent out a spy to observe them. On his 
return the scout said, “It is true the dogs are many, but 
there are not many mastiffs among them. There are dogs 
of so many sorts one can hardly count them; and as for 
the worst of them,” said he, “they are little dogs, which 
bark loudly but can not bite. However, this did not cheer 
me so much,” continued the wolf, “as this, that as. they 
came marching on, I observed that they were all snapping 
right and left at one another;-and I could see clearly that 
though they all hate the wolf, yet each dog hates every 
other dog with all his heart.”

Tithes 

to the 
Church

Scripture: 1 Tim. 6:7, “For we 
brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out.” 


A new-born baby is a fascinating, 
lovable object. His tiny helplessness 
is so appealing. He has nothing to give 
but himself; just a naked, little mor- 
tal, crying and demanding attention. 
From the time he is born, the infant 
is bestowed with many gifts. He is 
showered with material gifts, such as 
clothes, shelter, and food. Then, too, 
he is given much love and protection. 
The parents soon begin to build up 
great hopes for his future. As the baby 
grows, he absorbs all this and thrives 
on it. The child came without a single 
possession; yet while unaware, many 
blessings are bestowed readily upon 
him. 

Have you ever observed how earnest- 
ly a child will hold on to what he be- 
lieves is his own? You dare not take 
it from him, neither does he intend 
to give up the things that are his. 
One of the hardest lessons to teach a 
child is to share his possessions. Many 
children never learn the beautiful 
lesson of giving, sharing, and bestow- 
ing unto others. I wonder how many in 
their thirties, forties, fifties, and even 
sixties, and seventies haven’t as yet 
learned the lesson of bestowing. 

Now let us reason together. In God’s 
Holy Bible, from cover to cover, He 
reveals Himself as a bestower. In the 
spiritual realm, His benedictions are 
many. He made the earth, with all 
its wonderful elements, and presented 
it to man (Gen. 1:29). He gave man 
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thou have me give? 
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a part of His own breath, thus making 
him alive (Gen. 2:7). Then He thought, 
“Man, you look lonely. You need a 
companion to love and to share your 
life.” Again God bestowed the gift of 
companionship. 

Let us think of God’s many prom- 
ises. See Gen. 9:13. Noah looked up and 
saw a rainbow. God made a covenant 
and bestowed a promise to the whole 
world. Water shall no more become 
a flood to destroy all flesh. We can 
never forget the promise He made 
Eve, that her seed would conquer 
the serpent’s seed. How glorious was 
that promise fulfilled! Israel sinned 
many times. God was gracious to her, 
and patient with her continuous back- 
slidings. His spiritual gifts are many, 
and He is so graciously giving love, 
hope, faith, courage, strength, pa- 
tience, endurance, and countless other 
blessings. How many material bene- 
fits does He bestow? We can look 
about us and count many things. He 
gives food, shelter, clothes, and com- 
forts not a few. In this life, we sur- 
round ourselves with as many luxuries 
as our financial blessings will allow, 
yet we brought nothing with us when 
we came into this world. Accumulation 
is a natural gift with many of us. It 
is true some accumulate less than 
others, yet, as we realize our many 
benefits, is it not befitting to share 
our bounties with others less fortu- 
nate than ourselves? 

How many of us give gifts, not be- 
cause of poverty, but because of love? 
How much more should we give to 


God and His work, His Church and 
His cause? Should not God come first? 
Ofttimes, like little children, we en- 
joy receiving, and we resent giving. 
How can a Christian, who readily 
admits his love for God and the 
Church, conscientiously neglect to 
pay one tenth of his earnings to God 
and His cause? 


I have a sister who is not affiliated 
with any church. She has visited our 
Church of God. Shouting has not im- 
pressed her; powerful preaching fails 
to penetrate into her heart, but the 
tithing system that vibrates through 
our churchs impresses her greatly. 
To her estimation, anyone bestowing 
good-will offerings, expense offerings, 
mission offerings, and, above all, a 
weekly tithe offering must have real 
salvation and genuine love for God 
and His soul-winning cause. She is 
absolutely right. 


We read in 1 Tim. 6:7-10 that the 
love of money is the root of all evil. 
Nothing can ensnare the body and 
soul like the selfish love of money. 


Picture that sweet, little, innocent 
baby nestled in his mother’s arms, 
growing up to become a God for- 
getting, greedy, selfish person. The 
greediness of the flesh is surely a dis- 
pleasure to God. The whole earth 
and the heavens belong to God. He 
is not poor, but rich. Our lives are in 
His hands. Our money can be used 
for a good cause instead of for a 
selfish purpose. Some have chosen the 
selfish road, and I can hear Jesus say, 
“Verily, verily, they have their re- 
ward.” When they deliberately use all 
their income for their own purpose, 
and leave God out, how can they 
expect happiness in this life or the 
life to come? 


“Come, let us reason together, saith 
the Lord.” Is it not proper and befit- 
ting for a blood-bought, Christ-like 
saint of God to put aside the tenth 
of his income for God and his cause? 
Is it not God’s will that we share 
what He has graciously allowed us to 
possess? What cause is greater than 
the soul-winning one? Snatching 
souls from flames that are hungering 
to consume them in an eternal hell is 
the greatest work there is. The church 
is the most important factor in this 
universe. We, the Church of God are 
a part of one of the greatest gifts 
bestowed to mankind. Will we then 
gladly do our part to spread the gospel 
and faithfully bestow our tithes and 
offerings to God’s storehouse? 
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The outward form of religion, with- 
out inward devotion, is an offence to 
God. 

It is also either implying that God 
is unable to read our hearts, or that 
He does not care as long as we make 
an outward show. Such reasoning is 
either to question God’s greatness, or 
His moral nature. 

The outward acts of religion— 
prayer, praise, the sacrament, and the 
like—constitute a profession of inward 
love, gratitude, faith, and reverence. If 
these are lacking, we are being decep- 
tive and hypocritical. It is bad 
enough if done to deceive man, but 
worse if we think thereby to deceive 
God. 

It is mockery to bend the knee and 
repeat words of prayer to be heard of 
man as our thoughts stray to business 
or gaieties. It is bringing holy things 
to a lower level. We injure ourselves 
by so doing, and give occasion to the 
enemies of God to blaspheme. 


Some of us think we can continue 
walking hand in hand with the world, 
keeping pace with modernism, and in- 
dulge in our own private sins, because 
we can go to God at any time and ask 
for pardon and be forgiven; but per- 
sistence in sin “quenches the Spirit,” 
and Paul tells us, in Heb. 6:4,6, “For 
it is impossible for those who were 
once enlightened, and have tasted of 
the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, and have 
tasted of the good word of God, and 
the powers of the world to come, if 
they shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing they 
crucify to themselves the Son of God 
afresh, and put him to an open 
shame.” And again, “Whereof the 
Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: 
for after he had said before, This is 
the covenant that I will make with 
them after those days, saith the Lord, 
I will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them;

and their sins and iniquities will I re- 
member no more. Now where remis- 
sion is, there is no more offering for 
sin,” Heb. 10:15,18. Judas repented 
before he went out and hanged him- 
self, but he could not be forgiven. 

Then there is the sin against the 
Holy Ghost. “But he that shall blas- 
pheme against the Holy Ghost hath 
never forgiveness, but is in danger of 
eternal damnation.” Jesus said this 
to the scribes who came down from 
Jerusalem to taunt and revile Him, 
saying that He had an unclean spirit 
because He could heal the sick and 
cast out devils. Mark 3:29,30. I had 
rather take hold of a live wire than to 
scorn and insult a child of God who 
is possessed of the Holy Ghost. 

We must be careful not to revolt 
against God’s Holy Spirit by giving 
“lip service,” while our hearts are far 
from Him. If we are to be acceptable 
in the sight of God, we must be faith- 
ful to keep His laws, for halfway 
measures will not please Him. “So 
then because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee 
out of my mouth.” Rev. 3:16. “And 
why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things which I say?” 


Have you ever stopped to think 
what it would be like to see some of 
our houses with the fronts off? It 
would be a painful sight to see the 
wretchedness, impurity, corruption, 
and vice of some of them. That sight 
we may escape, but we should see our- 
selves with the fronts off—those false 
fronts of self-worship which hide the 
truth from view. We must look behind 
the gaily painted scene of a decent 
“modern Christian” life, with con- 
formity to social laws, and learn the 
truth of the condition of our soul’s 
life, with conformity to God’s laws. 
We must lift up the covering of reli- 
gious service, and see if by keeping 
up with ceremonials they are in rela- 
tion to the worship of God, or if they 


are “sacrifices offered with unclean 
hands.” 

Some of us do religiously somewhat 
like Cain when he hid his brother’s 
body in the ground, then set vigorous- 
ly to work in his field trying by sheer 
earnestness of labor to persuade him- 
self and to persuade others that he 
knew nothing about his brother's 
blood. 

I am not saying that we should not 
have some form and orderliness in the 
way in which we carry on the worship 
service, for it is necessary to have 
some plan and system in order for 
anything to function smoothly. For 
example, this morning on my way to 
church, I noticed a plot of buttercups 
in bloom on the front lawn of a home. 
The flowers themselves were beauti- 
ful, but it looked as though someone 
had thrown five or six hundred bulbs 
at the lawn saying, “Grow’”—no plan, 
no design. The thought I had was that 
a very careless, or perhaps lazy, per- 
son lived in that house. That is the 
way some of us are inclined to be 
about the worship service—no plan, 
no design. Some excuse this careless- 
ness by saying, “I just let the Holy 
Spirit have His way.” They don’t do 
this or there would be more evidence 
of the Holy Spirit having His way at 
times other than at the worship serv- 
ice. I believe in following the Holy 
Spirit, and I also believe there is no 
limit to the spiritual growth of a 
child of God who is truly submissive 
to God’s holy will; but we must “study 
to show ourselves approved unto God 
... Tightly dividing the word of truth.” 
I have visited churches where they 
rarely ever began on time. During 
Sunday School you would hear some- 
thing like this: “We are running a 
few minutes late this morning; we 
will have to hurry along,” or, “we will 
just leave out this or that.” Why do 
services run late? Could you keep 
your job in your place of business if 
you acted in this slipshod manner? 
Let us not bend over backwards in 
either direction, but try to keep a bal- 
anced program. 

Then there are those little secret 
forms of sin which we take with us 
to the “solemn meeting”—those inner 
heart’s sins, such as an unforgiving 
spirit, pride, haughtiness, deception, 
vanity, self-righteousness, lustful 
thoughts, etc., the most criminal con- 
dition being the long continued sin 
against the pleading of the Holy 
Spirit, the impulses we have to do 
good and don’t do it, for the sins of

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Acts 2:39, “For the promise is unto 
you and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.”

So as He is a 
person, according to Christ’s injunc- 
tion for Him, it would be absurd to 
suppose Him to be dumb. Neverthe- 
less, I avow that there are extremists, 
or fanatics, if you please, who will go 
too far, but aren’t there always, in 
every walk of life? Ignorance is one 
reason; delusion, another; but even 
so, the promise still stands. 


Paul suggested that they have in- 
terpreters, but forbade not to speak 
with tongues, thanking his God that 
he excelled all of them in speaking 
in tongues. It is not necessary that 
we have an interpreter every time 
one speaks in other tongues, for He 
speaketh not unto men, but God. 1 
Cor. 14:2. After all, tongues are for 
a sign to unbelievers, not for believ- 
ers. 

Many scorned this promise and de- 
nied its reality because of the emo- 
tion and enthusiasm; and, due to our 
actions when we are baptized with 
this fire,’they say we are obsessed 
with devils. At Pentecost it started 
with such a shout and odd behavior 
that people supposed them drunk. I 
know this blessing is real. Since that 
great Pentecostal day doctors, law- 
yers, aristocrats, peasants and ple- 
beians have received this glorious ex- 
perience. The most intelligent men 
and women have.accepted Him as 
their Comforter on the long road 
home. This is one among thousands 
of our heavenly Father’s gifts—the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. 

How many, Christ said, of you 
earthly fathers, should your child ask 
for bread, will give him a stone? or if 
he ask for a fish, will give him a 
serpent? If ye then, being earthly 
fathers, know how to give good gifts 
to your children, how much more so 
with your heavenly Father, who will 
give the Holy Spirit to him that asks. 

May God help the Church of God to 
hold fast this truth,.of which we have

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The Greatest Need of the Church today 


James 5:20: “Let him know, that he 
which converteth the sinner from the 
error of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of 
sins.” 

The greatest need of the Church 
today is not a change of pastors every 
twelve months, not a new fine build- 
ing, not a pipe organ, not a publicity 
program that will make it prominent, 
not a program for boosting attend- 
ance, not a trained choir, and not 
outstanding special singers who will 
entertain the people with their well- 
trained voices. 

Many churches need at least a part 
of these things. Some may need a 
change of pastor or a new building, 
an organ and well-trained singers. 
Certainly some need a program that 
will boost attendance. 

The greatest need today is a need 
for soul-winners—people who will 
dedicate their lives to the winning of 
lost souls. 

Surely you can see the need of 
winning souls. Look around your 
neighborhood. See the many who are 
lost in sin, who know not Jesus the 
Savior. Examine the homes of Chris- 
tians today. See how many of each 
family are lost. How many children of 
the community are not in Sunday 
School? More are out of church than 
there are in church. Surely you can 
see the need of winning souls. 

Winning souls is a hard job. It re- 
quires much preparation and care. It 
means sacrificing your time and de- 
voting it to others. It requires much 
prayer and consecration to God. 
Many times unpleasant remarks will 
be made to the soul-winners. They will 
be talked about, even persecuted in 
some cases. Still God needs soul- 
winners. 

Just think—if every church member 
would win only one soul a year, every 
year the membership of the church 
would double. 

Yes, many think church member- 
Ship is of no value, but just the same 
God instituted an organization for 
His people, with a government. 
Certainly God knows best. 

Many Christians wait for the 
preachers to win all the souls that 
are won. We must not wait. There are 
many in your community who have 
been watching your everyday life. 
They have confidence in your Chris- 
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tian experience. You have a great in- 
fluence over them. You can do more 
to win them than anyone else. 


It takes unity and cooperation of 
God’s people to win souls. 

I have had the opportunity’of work- 
ing in some successful revival meet- 
ings. In these meetings there are a 
few things I have especially noticed, 
things that may be helpful to others. 
One of the greatest of these is unity 


. of the church. We absolutely must 


have unity and love for one another 
if we are to win souls. Suppose a sin- 
ner kneels at an aitar for prayer, and 
on each side of him kneels a church 
member. Suppose these two church 
members have something against each 
other. Don’t you think the sinner will 
have a hard time praying to God, with 
his sins upon him and through the 
crossed spirits of.the church members? 
Surely he would. Therefore, we must 
have unity and love. 

If you have something in your heart 
against another person, you certainly 
are not ready to meet the Lord when 
He comes for His people. 

Another thing that is very promi- 
nent ina successful revival is a willing 
spirit. Never will you be a soul-winner 
if you have to be begged to work for 
the Lord. You must be willing to do 
anything, regardless of what it is, to 
be a good soul-winner. 

One thing that is necessary to the 


winning of souls is altar workers. 
We must be willing to pray at least 
as long as the seeker will pray. 

So many times people will pray 
three or four minutes, then sit around, 
laugh and talk while just a few con- 
tinue to pray in the altar. This surely 
is a sign of a low spiritual tide in their 
souls. The revival would be better if 
that person would leave at the begin- 
ning ofthe altar service. 

A successful soul-winner must be 
prompt andregular in attendance. Be 
on time—a few minutes early, if possi- 
ble. Time spent in prayer before serv- 
ice will add to any service. You will 
enjoy all the service much better. Be 
regular in attendance. Go every night. 
Don’t go for one or two nights, then 
miss several. Be regular and faithful. 

Spend some time in fasting. His 
Word teaches more power to be had 
by prayer and fasting. Be willing to 
sacrifice for Him. 

Jesus. said, “Follow me, and I will 
make you fishers of men.” He did not 
say when you start you will be soul- 
winners, but He will make us soul- 
winners. 

We who serve the Lord realize He 
is soon coming. Therefore, we must 
put forth a special effort to win souls. 

Remember, he that converteth a 
sinner from the error of his way shall 
save a soul from death (second death 
—eternal punishment) and shall hide 
a multitude of sins. 

God will hide the sins beneath the 
precious blood of His Son Jesus Christ, 
so let us do all within us to lead souls 
to Him—The Gospel Times.

that appeals to 
mankind more 
than liberty, yet 
nothing so detri- 
mental to human 
society if it is not 
directed in the 
proper channel. 
There are _ two 
kinds of freedom 
—the false, where 
the man is free to 
do what he likes; 
and the true, 
where a man is 
free to do what he 
ought. Today as we 
celebrate, we look 
backward through 
the pages of his- 
tory and see our 
forefathers as they 
met in Congress 
on July 4, 1776, 
and signed the 
Declaration of In- 
dependence. We see 
them ~ earnestly 
and bravely facing 
the conflict before 
them, choosing 
liberty rather than 
bondage; and our 
hearts are touched 
by their stirring 
words, a portion of 
which is given be- 
low: 


“THE UNANIMOUS DECLARA- 
TION of the thirteen united 
STATES OF AMERICA.” 
“When in the course of human 
events it becomes “necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political 
bands which have connected them 
with another, and to assume among 
the powers of the earth, the separate 
and equal station to which the Laws 
of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opinions 
of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them 
to the separation—We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness.—That to secure these 
rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed. 
—That whenever any Form of Govern- 
ment becomes destructive of these 
ends, it is the Right of the people to 
alter or to abolish it, and to institute 
new Government, laying its founda- 
tion on such principles and organiz- 
ing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most likely to effect 

their Safety and Happiness ...” 


Liberty is the state of being exempt- 
ed from the domination of others, or 
from restricting circumstances, free- 
dom. The Hebrew words deror and 
rahabh and the Greek word eleuth- 
eria mean liberty. Liberty is the op- 
posite of servitude, or bondage, hence 
applicable to captives or slaves set 
free from oppression. 

“Now the Lord himself is the Spir- 
it.’—Syriac N. T., Murdocks. So where

“Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty,” 2 Corinthians 3:17.

the Lord is Lord there is liberty. 
Morally, the power which enslaves is 
sin (John 8:34), and liberty consists 
not simply in eternal freedom, or in 
possession of the formal power of 
choice, but in deliverance from the 
darkening of the mind, the tyranny 
of sinful lusts and the enthralment of 
the will, induced by a morally corrupt 
state. In a positive respect, it consists 
in the possession of holiness, with the 
will and ability to do what is right 
and good. Such liberty is possible only 
in a renewed condition of soul, and 
cannot exist apart from godliness. 
Even under the old testament, godly 
men could boast of a measure of such 
liberty (Psalm 119:45); but it is the 
gospel of Christ which bestows it in 
its fulness, in giving a full and clear 
knowledge of God, discovering the 
way of forgiveness, supplying the 
highest motives to holiness and giv- 
ing the Holy Spirit to destroy the 
power of sin and to quicken the 
righteousness. In implanting a new 
life in the soul, the gospel lifts the 
believer out of the sphere of external 
law, and gives him a sense of freedom 
in his new filial relation to God, 
hence the New Testament expressions 
about “the glorious liberty” of God’s 
children (Romans 8:21; Gal. 2:4; 5:13, 
etc.), about liberty as resulting from 
the possession of the Spirit (2 Cor. 
3:17), about “the perfect law of lib- 
erty” (James 1:25). The instrument 
through which this liberty is im- 
parted is “the truth” (John 8:32). 
Christians are earnestly warned not 
to presume upon or abuse their lib- 
erty in Christ (Gal. 5:13; 1 Peter 
2:16). 

Liberty is the fullest opportunity of 
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man to be and to do the very best that 
is possible for him. This, the oldest 
and dearest phrase of men, has been 
perverted; it has been distorted and 
mystified; but the term really means, 
as stated above; the fullest oppor- 
tunity to be and to do the very best 
that it is his personal nature to do 
and to be. Genuine liberty, therefore, 
is found only in a surrender to a 
higher will. All created things, even 
those we know to be freest, are sub- 
ject to law and rule and order. The 
wind and storm fulfill God’s ap- 
pointed work. The waves of the sea 
have their bounds set, beyond which 
they cannot pass, for God is a God of 
order. In the world of politics, the 
freedom of a nation, such as ours, 
does not mean that its citizens do as 
they please in everything. 


In the true home where family life 
is seen at its best, there is the perfect 
model of freedom. There the children 
do not think and act just as they 
please. Order, rule, method, and direc- 
tion are all well known, valued, and 
acted upon. The liberty of the family 
is the simple, natural, unconscious 
blending of the father’s mind with 
that of his children and the children’s 
will with that of their father’s, the 
instinctive correspondence of their 
hearts, the sympathy of their aims, 
the union of their interest. The chil- 
dren obey; but their obedience is not 
dreary and dull, for their father’s 
mind and the father’s wishes express 
what they increasingly know to be 
their own true mind and their own 
best good. The freedom of children 
just means this: the power to obey 
gladly. 

Christ exemplified in His own life 
conduct the highest liberty. He came 
to do not His own will but the will of 
His Father. He was under authority, 
under orders. That was one side of 
His life, but the other side was one 
of glorious freedom, for His own will 
and the Father’s will made perfect 
harmony. His good pleasure never 
once crossed or clashed with His Fa- 
ther’s good pleasure for they were one. 
Every step that He took was the step 
of a free man. Every act that He did 
was done willingly of His choice. He 
was not compelled to be poor; He 
elected to be poor. He was not com- 
pelled to suffer hunger, hardships, 
loneliness, man’s spite, thankless toil 
and tears. He could have escaped all 
that, but He took it by deliberate 
choice, cheerfully. He was not com- 
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pelled to lay down His life on the 
cross. He was Master of death and 
could have turned it aside. Of His 
own will He let men slay Him with 
cruel hands, not because He must, 
but because He freely gave Himself. 
The whole charm of His life was its 
willingness. The glory of it was its 
freedom. He walked and worked and 
taught and healed and suffered just 
as His own glad, great, loving Spirit 
led Him. 

We have no longer tables of stone 
but fleshly tables; and as Christ 
obeyed His Father, we are therefore 
to follow wholly the commandments 
of Christ. They may seem grievous at 
times, but remember that the rails 
upon which the train travels may be 
rigid, yet they mean safety and carry 
us into otherwise inaccessible lands. 
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“Where the Spirit of the Lord is, 
there is liberty.” The Spirit of the 
Lord is everywhere, but He is especial- 
ly in those who believe in Christ. The 
believer is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost, and therefore in Christians 
alone is true freedom to be found. 
There is no other place where this 
genuine liberty may be found. The 
eternal Spirit Still gives this liberty. 
No social or state emancipation can 
give real liberty to an enslaved soul, 
and no tyranny of state or society can 
enslave a soul that has been really 
freed. “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” This 
is the freedom known and realized 
when we become spiritually enlight- 
ened. What the air is to the bird and 


what water is to the fish so the tru 
of God is to our minds. Truth is ift 
dispensable to our lives. There can be 
no liberty of thought without the love 
of truth, that quickening and enno- 
bling love which longs for truth, not as 
the gratification of curiosity, not as 
the pledge of fame, not as the monu- 
ment of victory, but rather as that 
without which the mind can never 
beggt rest or find the meaning and 
the fulness of its own life. 


We’ can only have liberty, freedom 
of utterance, holy boldness, and 
pleasure in the presence of God when 
guilt and defilement have been 
purged from our lives. “Having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil con- 
science” is essential to entering into 
the presence of the holiest of all. This, 
of course, is only possible through the 
blood of the cross. As men yield them- 
selves to God’s will, they are propor- 
tionately endowed with God’s liberty. 
The greatest men of our nation have 
been men of religion. What all the 
secret political societies in the 
world may fail to do, that the gospel 
will accomplish, simply and easily, if 
only it is once let free. The truth as it 
is, if spread through India, will break 
India’s caste system and make broth- 
ers of the highest and lowest ranks 
of men. Let the truth only win its 
way among the nations of Europe 
and the tyrannies shall depart, “for 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty.” 


We are commanded not to use our 
liberty “for a cloke of maliciousness” 
(1 Peter 2:16). We have in our nation 
today men who are disloyal, unfaith- 
ful to the true principles of our 
government, men who infringe upon 
the rights of others, destroying the 
lives and property of others, disre- 
specting the institutions, but excusing 
themselves, nevertheless, through the 
glorious privileges of our Constitution. 
Likewise, there are some people whose 
names are on the church books, but 
their purposes apparently are to en- 
joy the many benefits afforded, with- 
out knowing the full blessings of real 
freedom. In that day when the knowl- 
edge of the Lord shall cover the earth 
as the waters cover the sea, the rebels 
of all nations and institutions will be 
utterly destroyed and the opposing 
forces of hell will eternally be blotted 
out. God’s people will then enjoy for- 
ever and ever eternal freedom.

REMINDED RESPONSIBILITY

“When I say unto the wicked, Thou shalt 
surely die; and thou givest him not. warning, 
nor speakest to warn the wicked from his 
wicked way, to save his life; the same wicked 
man shall die in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand. Again, When 
a righteous man doth turn from his right- 
eousness, and commit iniquity and I lay a 
stumblingblock before him, he shall die: be- 
cause thou hast not given him warning, he 
shall die in his sin, and his righteousness 
which he hath done shall not be remem- 
bered; but his blood will I require at thine 
hand,” Ezekiel 3:18, 20. 


I am a privileged man. I am privi- 
leged because I am living in the last 
days. Many boys have told me in my 
Sunday School classes, “I wish I could 
have been living in the days of Jesus.” 
Others, less spiritually minded, said, 
“I wish I could have lived in the days 
of Abraham Lincoln.” But, I should 
rather be living right now, for I am 
living in the most important and mo- 
mentous time—the time of the 
coming of the Lord. A few people are 
awakening to the fact that the Lord 
is coming, because I have been hear- 
ing sermons preached, read articles, 
and heard testimonies of the coming 
of the Lord. But the majority of the 
Church, that is, the Bride of Christ, is 
as the foolish virgins—asleep. 


The Lord, in speaking to the church 
at Laodicea through the Revelator, 
Saint John, said: “Thou sayest I am 
rich, and increased with goods and 
have need of nothing; and knowest 
not thou art wretched and miserable 
and poor and blind and naked?” I 
fear that there are too many church- 
es, and among them our own Church 
of God, that in these last, final days 
are. too well satisfied with the results 
they have, saying, “We are increased 
in goods—we have gained many 
members in this Assembly year, we 
have gained much on the field of 
foreign missions”—when actually in 
the eyes of the Lord we are wretched 
and miserable and poor and blind 
and naked, We are living in the very 
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last days, for the Lord may come to- 
morrow, and we must not, as the 
Laodicean Church, sit satisfied with 
our own personal gains in the Church 
when it is certain that there is 
much yet for which we are respon- 
sible 

Again, I am a privileged man be- 
cause I am a foreign missionary, and 
as a missionary I beg to submit as the 
reason for the lethargy and uncon- 
cern of our church and other church- 
es that we need to emphasize foreign 
missions. The chief aim of Christ was 
to evangelize the world, as the Bible 
plainly teaches, and if we do not 
wholly support this cause by giving, 
praying and going, then, we are ac- 
tually destroying and detaining the 
work of the Lord as He willed it to be. 

Since we are living in the last days, 
and we know it, then we should be 
more mission-minded, instead of less. 
We should be willing to cast our all 
upon the altar for the salvation of 
lost souls—souls for whom we are re- 
sponsible. 

Just in case you may have forgotten 
what your own personal responsibili- 
ty is, let us search the Word of God. 


During the days of the Israelites, 
the Lord commissioned Ezekiel to 
speak unto them some words which 
were not pleasant to their ears. Just so, 
I feel that the Lord is commissioning 
me to write these words to you—the 
same words that He gave to Ezekiel 
for the benefit of the backslidden 
Israelites: “When I say unto the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; and 
thou givest him not warning nor 
speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way, to save his life; the 
same wicked man shall die in his ini- 
quity; but his blood will I require at 
thine hand!” 

When the Lord says a man is going 
to die, it is certain that he will die, 
for there is no escape: The Bible has 


that 


plainly told us that “the soul 
sinneth, it shall die” (Ezekiel 18:4), 
and “He that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God.” (John 3:18.) 
Then, the Lord says, if we know that 
the wicked shall die, and do not warn 
him, his blood is required at our 
hands. It is your personal duty, then, 
to win souls for Christ or else be held 
responsible for them. I have a tend- 
ency, and probably you do, too, to 
shirk my duty, saying that this re- 
sponsibility is not really mine but be- 
longs to someone else. But, the blood 
will be on your hands just the same. 

You who sit at, home and cannot 
see that there are hungry souls all 
over the world, waiting for the pre- 
cious gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
that cannot receive the Bread of Life 
because of your failure to go to China 
or Africa or India or the islands of 
the sea or Latin America, or because 
of your failure to give to the cause of 
missions because you “needed” a few 
luxuries for yourself when thousands 
are thirsting for the Living Water; or, 
you have not felt it necessary to lose 
a few hours’ sleep in agonizing and 
laboring prayer for the salvation of 
the lost heathen all over the world 
and for the Lord of Harvest to send 
forth laborers, it is your hands that 
will have to carry the blood of the lost 
ones. You need not wait for a special 
call, for you already have a very per- 
sonal, imperative responsibility. 

Very recently, Brother Luther Car- 
roll and I got ona train in Puerto 
Barrios, the New York of Guatemala. 
The train was crowded with Indians, 
Ladinos, Chinese, Negroes, and prac- 
tically every other race, for on the 
coast there is quite a mixture of races. 
The narrow-guage train chugged 
away with its load of people and the 
cargo of the people, which may con- 
sist of anything—firewood, coconuts, 
pineapples, chickens, turkeys, ba- 
nanas, pots, dishes, straw, matches, 
and anything else carryable. 

The train stopped at a small station 
and amidst the cries of the women 
sellers who meet the train to sell 
their tortillas and fried chicken, meat, 
cookies, refrescos of rice, coffee, pa- 
payas, tropical fruits and vegetables, 
the people milled on and off the train. 
A negro woman got on the train with 
her eight-year-old son. They were 
talking English: They seated them-

selves in front of Brother Carroll and 
me, and soon the little train began to 
move slowly, leaving the crying ven- 
dedores behind but retaining the 
smell of the cargo and the humans 
with us as we journeyed back to the 
capital of the Republic. 

Suddenly, the Lord spoke to me in 
the still small voice that so many of 
you Christians know. “Wayne,” He 
said, “there isa woman that needs 
the story of the gospel. You could tell

her with facility in the English lan- 
guage.” “But Lord—,” I began to 
think, excusing myself. The Lord 
interrupted those thoughts, continu- 
ing, “You would hate for her, on the 
day of judgment, to point her finger 
in your face and say, ‘You sat right 
behind me on a train and didn’t tell 
me of the precious cleansing blood of 
Jesus. What kind of a missionary are 
you? It’s your fault that I’m going to 
hell! ’” 


I went up to her and began to talk 
of the love of the Lord. She didn’t talk 


much, but suddenly became very pen- 
sive. After I had delivered my soul to 
her, I went back to my seat next to 
Brother Carroll. When the train was 
entering the village where this ne- 
gress was to get off, she got up and 
came toward me. “Sir,” she said, 
“keep up the good work, I—I’m going 
to accept Jesus as my Saviour.” How 
good I felt. The Lord knew just when 
the woman needed the story of Jesus. 
Now, her blood can not be required at 
my hand, but had I not obeyed the 
Lord, her soul would still have been 
my responsibility. 

The Lord also told Ezekiel that if 
a righteous man sin that he _ too 
should be warned, and that if he be 
not warned his blood, as well, shall lie 
upon our hands. 

Here in Guatemala there are hun- 
dreds, yea thousands of righteous 
people, but their righteousness is as 
the righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees. It is rather a stumbling- 
block. These people are the Catholics. 
Their church bells are always clang- 
ing; their priests and nuns are always 
honored; their believers are always 
making pilgrimages, but to no avail, 
for their souls are still hell bound. 

On this same train, not too much 
farther down the road, another group 
occupied the seat that the negress had 
had. These people were Ladinos and 
Indians, dressed accordingly, but with 
manilla hats on their heads, highly 
decorated with red and green moss, 
gourds and artificial fruit of all sorts. 
In one Indian family, the baby of 
some five months had a hat, the 
three-year-old ‘son had a hat, and the 
young mother and the father had 
hats. These hats signified that they 
had been to a town called Esquipulas. 
In this town is an image of Christ 
which is completely black. The priests 
have’ offered the believers special 
penances if they will make this pil- 
grimage to worship this Negro Cristo 
de Esquipulas, or Black Christ of 
Esquipulas. It is a long, expensive 
trip, but because they have been de- 
ceived to believe it will help shorten 
their time in purgatory, or help them 
to avoid many of the agonies of death, 
as they have been told by a deceiving, 
money-grabbing, selfish priest, they, 
for righteousness’ sake make the 
sacrifice to go. Only this morning, 
when returning from Sunday School, 
Brother and Sister Carroll and I saw 
a group of Indians in their typical

and he was put in prison, but thank 
God, he didn’t stay in very long.

hats, walking in the hot sun stirring 
up the dust. They probably had 
walked all night, and maybe all the 
day before, to come from the high 
mountain country. They were on their 
way to Esquipulas where they would 
worship the idol, and their hats would 
be decorated to show their righteous- 
ness. They probably didn’t have 
enough money to buy a train ticket, 
but they will walk all the way, to wor- 
ship a black idol that has absolutely 
no power. They are deceived, yet they 
claim to be righteous. Their souls are 
your responsibility, too. 


Not long ago, in a service, I went 
back to speak to a young man about 
his soul, after I had preached. The 
first question I asked him was, “How 
is your soul?” He answered me by say- 
ing, “I don’t know.” Later in our con- 
versation he said that he was listen- 
ing to the evangelistas because he was 
not satisfied with his religion, but he 
wanted to find the right one. He was 


a Catholic, yet did not know whether 
he was saved or not. 

It is to these deceived “righteous” 
that we must carry the true gospel, 
and we must warn them of the wrath 
to come. If we don’t, we shall find 
ourselves responsible on the day of 
judgment for many souls. 

I venture to say, with complete 
sincerity, if you are not doing all you 
can for foreign missions, either by 
preparing to go yourself or giving un- 
til you have given practically all you 
have, or prayed and fasted until you 
are weak from prayer, for the salva- 
tion of lost souls all over the world, 
then it is your responsibility, of which 
I remind you. You will have to answer 
for your responsibility to your Master. 
We are living in the most important 
days of history—the days of the com- 
ing of our Lord, and we must not be- 
come slack concerning the most im- 
portant business of the Church. In- 
stead, we must raise the blood-stained 
banner higher, that the whole world 
may know that Jesus still saves the 
vilest sinner.
